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PERSHING IN EUROPE 


With the arrival of the American army 
Staff officers on European soil with Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing at their head, and the 
landing of 100 American aviators in France, 
we may look for a marked and speedily 
manifested impetus to allied operations, 
both at home and abroad, as a direct re- 
sult, 

The very presence of the American flag 
in Europe and on the battle line, and the 
actual and active participation of fighting 
men in the United States uniform will have 
an encouraging and reassuring effect upon 
the worn veterans of our allies, and a cor- 
respondingly depressing effect upon those 
of our enemy. 

That will be the effect abroad. Here 
at home consciousness and realization that 
our own men and our own flag are in the 
fighting and under fire will be certain to 
inspire us with à renewed war spirit, im- 
bue us with a feeling of propinquity to the 
war operations it has been impossible for us 
to feel before, and intensify our determina 
tion to support those of our own blood who 
will so. soon be fighting for us and bring 
victory to their arms. This will be felt in 
recruiting as well as in every other of our 
war activities. 

_ While General Pershing and his staff are 
in Europe only to prepare for the armies 
to follow, the moral effect that is bound to 
follow simply the presence of the American 
standard, especially when borne by such a 
daring and gallant leader as “Black Jack” 
Pershing, will be well worth while, 

And it bodes well that our initial contin- 
gent arrived upon European soil without 
untoward incident or mishap.

Because the demand for them is neces- 
sarily fleeting, the writers of them have to 
work at top speed.

which hinder rather than help the future 
compiler of authentic history. 

The war to date already has* produced 
hundreds of volumes, of one sort or another 
—some good, some indifferent and some bad. 
The field has been open, and everybody with 
an idea that he could write “a book sbout 
the war” that would sell has had his fling at 
it, with varying success. 

Some such books have done good; others 
have done harm. But with this board of 
historians on the job—providing it measures 
up to its opportunities—the American people 
will have opened to them an avenue of rell- 
able, and at the same time entertaining, 
service; and it should.constitute an effective 
barrier between the population and the 
rapacious hosts of fly-by-night, history-while- 
you-wait, mercenary sensation mongers mas- 
querading before the masses as “historians.”

Let a man start to do anything—build a 
motor boat, set a fence post, plant a rose 
bush, prepare a sermon or write a book, it 
matters little what—and nine out of every 


ten of his friends who happen by and see him 


at work can tell him just how it should be 
done; and, of course, their advice comes 
gratis out of the goodness of their hearts. 

It is largely so with the government in 
whatever it essays to do, from the setting 
of a geodetic survey marker to the chastise- 
ment of the Hohenzollern dynasty. There 
are approximately one nundred million dif- 
ferent ways that it should be done, providing, 
of course, that the enterprise is of such im- 
portance as to attract the attention of the 
entire population.

Editor Constitution: It may be that men 
would rather enlist to fight than to work — 
young men, anyway. 

Chateaugay, N. Y., parents had two sons. 
They are at the Cornell university. The 
middle of April the older one came home 
with credits for the rest of the year and 
announced that he had enlisted in the avia- 
tion corps. A few days later he returned 
to the university to join several companions 
in setting out for Plattsburg barracks. He 
bade good-bye to his class mates and the 
whole university clad in uniform and sere- 
naded by the music of bands. 

Two weeks later the younger son sur- 


prised his parents by entering the home 


door. He also had his credits for the re- 
mainder of the year, said that he had en- 
listed in the marine corps, and was enthusi- 
astic over the prospect of leaving in com- 
pany of several. school mates for Mare 
island in a few days. But the younger son 
was under age. The parents—of the best 


in the world in every respect—thought that 


in giving up one son, and their first born, 
to go into danger in the service of the coun- 
try, they had done enough as the present 
need of the country stood. They therefore 
vetoed the enlistment of the younger in the 
marines, but assigned him to the production 
of food supply on the farm. 

Now, it has been made plain to us that 
the one who is producing food for humans 
and forage for beasts, with the aggregate 
of production in view for the benefit of all 
who are defending a common cause, is serv- 
ing his country as well as the one who 
wears a uniform. But there is likely to be 
some difficulty in getting him to realize it. 
Especially May it be hard to get an ambi- 
tions, venturesome and gregorious college 
boy to see it. It.might help some if patri- 
otic illumination and persuasion were turn- 
ed more ‘heavily in this direction. It should 
not be left to the department of agriculture 
and the economists alone, but the orators 
and the press should dwell upon it. The 
young man who is kept at home, or who 
chooses to remain at home—contributing in 
industry to the general strength of the na- 
tion—ought to be left in no doubt that he 
is doing “his bit“ just as truly as his friend 
who in a flying machine goes looking for 
enemy batteries or stands on the firing line. 
But it does not stir or strike the imagina- 
tion as the more direct and obvious forms 
of military service do. It has not tradition 
and martial song and story behind it. It 
is not drum. It is humdrum. 

Perhaps the Boy Scouts afford a useful 
hint. They don’t fight. They do all sorts 
of every-day things. But they are organ- 
ised. They are enrolled and they are uni- 
formed. We talk about mobilizing men for

Resolutions were passed at a meeting of 
the commerce society of the Georgia Tech 
School of Commerce Saturday night recom- 
mending that the faculty ask the board of 
trustees to admit women to the school. It 
was urged that, owing to the exigencies of 
the war, women in all the belligerent coun- 
tries were being compelled to take the posi- 
tions of men and that Georgia women should 


have all of the opportunities for business 


education offered to men, 

Dr. k. G. Matheson, president of the 
school, spoke of the great crisis which is 
now facing the American people. He stated 
that from information obtained from Wash- 
ington, on one of his recent visits there, that 
students would be urged to complete their 
‘courses on account of the great demand for 


men of college education. 

Joel Hunter gave a talk on “Depreciation 
and Good-Will.” W. 8. Kell told about what 
this nation must do to show its efficiency 
against the. German U-boats. He stated that 
the American people are so much farther 

advanced in efficiency than the Germans that 
they showed them how to use the U-bdoats to 
an advantage two years ago, and it was not 
until then that they seemed to realize the 
value of a submarine as a weapon of war. 

Every member of the society spoke of 
the good the school of commerce had af- 
forded him, and asserted that no better in- 
stitution could be found in the United States.

“Hygiene is the art of preserving health; 
that is, of obtaining the most perfect action 
of body and mind during as long a period as 
is consistent with the laws of life.” So wrote 
a man who devoted all his adult life to the 
promotion of the public health and who died 
at the age of 56 of pulmonary tuberculosis. 
Edmund Alexander Parkes, born March 29, 
1819, physician, surgeon, sanitarian and au- 
thor, left perhaps a greater impress on sani- 
tary science than any Englishman of the 
nineteenth century. is work ranges from 
the theoretical consideration of the minutest 
details of chemical and physiological re- 
search to the practical consideration of the 
cleansing of a sewer or the R of the 
soldiers’ knapsack. India, Crimea and 
London saw his labors and benefited thereby. 

War brings some good things in its train. 
Just as the fapoleonic campaigns perfected 
the art of transportin 5 the sick, and the loss 
of life from preventable ‘disease in the Span- 
ish war quickened the sanitary consciénce 
of the American people, so the horrors of the 
Crimean campaign made Parkes a professor 


of military hygiene. He organized a complete 


course of instruction based on the 2 
that the student must be able to practically 
apply the lessons which he learned.

Law We Have, Says Judge 


Editor Constitution: . The discussion in 
The Constitution initiated by Judge Broyles, 
and your editorial, expressing apprehension 
over the probable lawless condition which 
may result in the location of a large body 
of soldiers in Fulton county, is both timely 
and well founded. 

I am satisfied that the evils apprehended 
can be prevented by active co-operation be- 
tween the military and civil authorities, We 
do not need any new laws on the subject, 
but the strict enforcement of the laws we 
have. 

In 30 far as the soldier is concerned, the 
military courts will have jurisdiction of any 
violations of the civil laws as well as mili- 
tary laws; the procedure in these courts is 
summary and the punishment certain, 

“Camp followers” will have to be han- 
dled by the civil authorities. The three evils 
that usually attend any large encampment 
are the use of intoxicating liquors, prosti- 
tution and gambling. The laws of this state 
are ample to protect this community from 
these evils. Let it be known that ‘these 
laws will be strictly enforced. The county 
and city police are efficient and faithful and 
the courts of the county and city should not 
only encourage but aid the police officers in 
the discharge of their duties by speedy and 
severe punishment of offenders of this 
character. 

In this state no whisky can be obtained 
unless from what is Known as “the blind 
tiger,” and let this criminal, the prostitute 
andthe gambler understand that they will 
inevitably go to the public works of the 
county for twelve months at hard labor and 
these crimes will be greatly diminished.-They

Entrance in the regular army today 
Means promotion, he says, while the 
Man who waits for the army draft will 
Be officered largely by men from the 
feserve cofps, training camps, and by 
volunteer recfuits in the regular army. 
The demand for non-commissioned of- 
ficers from the trained tanks of the 
regular army will be enormous. Thou- 
sands of men who are enlisting today 
Will ve advaneed to non-commissioned 
rafiks by next September, at which time 
the draft army will be organized. 

238,300 Nen-Coms Wanted. 

In order to fill these offices in the 
ew regiments and to fill the places left 
Vacant the old ones by noh-commis- 
Noned men being advanced to lieuten- 
ants, the army will require 23,300 non- 
commissioned men between now and 
September 1. 

“The noh-commissioned officers to 
serve in the draft army of 500,000 men 
after September,” said Captain Heidt, 
“must come from the trained ranks, 
and will be drawn from the grade of 
private. The army will need by Sep- 
tember 75,000 non-commissioned of- 
ficers in addition to the present need 
Of 23,300. 

“This number is almost equivalent 
to the standing army America possese- 
ed at the time of the Mexican trouble. 
Added to this is the immense number of 
non-commissioned officers to be re- 
quired when the second draft army 16 
organised. 

“Promotion in rank depends entire- 
ly ‘on thé training a man has received. 
Not for months would there be any 
chance of advancement for the men who 
enter the sérvice in the draft army. 
They will be commanded by men taken 
from the regulars. The man who wishes 
to advance in the army must volunteer 
for service in order to get the neces- 
@ary training. 

No Freedom of Choice. 

J have already been instructed that 
the man conscripted must. go into 
Whatever service the government di- 
réctse. He will not have the freedom 
of choice which now is at his com- 
mand. The advantages of volunteering 
today are manifold. The opportunity of 
Advancement, if nothing else, should 
draw men into today’s ranks. Any man 
who enlists today, and, with all the 
chances existing in the regular army, 
does not rise to a lieutenancy within 
six months, will have himself to blame. 

“I am proud of Georgia, proud of 
the record she made during the early 
days of recruiting. But the state should 
not slump as it is now doing. It is 
unfair to her men, for Georgians are as 
able to command as thé natives of an 
other state. But Georgians will not be 
put in command unless they take ad- 
vantage of the present opportunities to 
get training. 34 

“The prospects of early service in 
France should also be added indute- 
ment to Georgians whe expect to give 
military service. The men who Start 
training first will naturally be the 
first to be called to go abroad. The 
draft army must be whipped into shape 
béfore it is dispatched te France.”

New York, June 10.—darge steel 
companies in the Pittsburg district 
have purchased heavy tonnages of steel 
making pig iron and of scrap steel to 
be used in both open hearth and in 
blast furnaces.

furnace.

This is where they say 
America can help with her tremendous 
weight of men and material, and they 
are looking forward to this help dur- 
ing the late autmun and in the spring of 
1918, and thus go confidently on. 

It would seem that a victory must be 
gained by a series of powerful blows 
such as that delivered at Arras on 
Easter Monday, and at Messines last 
Thursday. There is ‘little hope that 
modern warfare can ever get wholly 
into the open, and no one is deluded by 
such thoughts, for the simple reason 
that a retreating army can dig faster 
than its opponents can advance. This 
is true certainly of armies of nearly 
equal numerical strength and where vast 
bodies of men and guns have to be 
moved forward, as in the battle of 
present-day magnitude. 

Germany made her great sweep into 
France when her opponents had little 
with which to stop her. Those condi- 
tions are changed now, and each battle 
is fought to gain certain definite po- 
sitions. When these are taken it re- 
mains a matter for military counsel as 
to whether the fighting shall proceed 
on that front or whether new blows 
shall be struck elsewhere. 

Minor and subsidiary operations, of 
course, may be in progress at several 
points ‘at the same time.
